Pledge* to Use All ail Power to 
Prevent Violations of the 
snnoay Law. 



To" the Citizens of Louisville: 

On the 13th day of May^ 1906, I 
received the following letter from 
the Governor of Kentucky: 

Commonwealth of Kentucky, Ex- 
ecutive I) partment, Frankfort, 
? May 12, 1906.— Hon Paul Barth, 
ln*ayoi-, Louisville, Ky — My Dear 
Sir: In addressing you this com 
mnnieation, I must explain that 
my reason for doing so is to be 
teoDd in Section 81 of the Con- 
stitution of Kentucky, which 
re*d« as follows: "He (the Gov- 
ernor) shall take care that the 
law* a?e ftitofully executed. ' It 
is Therefore, unquestionably the 
duty of the Governor whenever 
hie attention is seriously called 
to the violotion of any law in the 
Commonwealrh. a-.d especially 
w there is a persistence in such 
^Violation, to take all steps which 
•be on*titution and laws may 
authorise hid to do, in seeing 
••nat the laws be faithfully e 
ecoied." His powers in such 
case may not be speolficallv de- 
scribed by Isw, but in the end 
seem adequate to accomplish the 
pjBTpoa*. However, with the ac- 
tive and cordial co operation ol the 
lo;a. or municipal authorities, 
tbf - « an e no delay or difficulty 
in \Ur Kin-, eyeful enforcement of 
any law. I wish now to call your 
attention to Section 1.808 of 
Ken', icky Statutes, which reads as 
follows: 

• SUNDAY— KEEPING PLACE 
FOR SALE OPEN ON. Any per 
son who. shall, on Sunday, keep 
open a barroom or other plate for 
the sale of spirituous, vinous, or 
malt liquors, or who shall sell or 
otherwise dispose of such liquors, 
or any of them, on Sunday, shall 
be fined not less than ten nor more 
fifty dollars' for each offense." 

And also to Section 1 .321 of the 
Statutes which reads as follows: 

"SUNDAY — WORK OTHER 
THAN WORK OF CHARITY 
PROHIBITED. No work or busi- 
ness shall be done on the Sabbath 
day, except the ordinary house- 
hold office*, or other work of neces- 
sity or charity, or work required 
in the maintenance or operation 
of a ferrv, skiff or steamboat, or 
railroads. If any 
iabhath day shall 
himself be found at his own, or 
any other trade or calling, or shall 
I jbmploy his apprentices, or other 
person, in labor or other business, 
whether the same be for profit or 
amusement, unless such as is per- 



mitted above, he shall be fined not 
less than two nor more than fifty 
dollars for each offense. Every 
person or apprentice so employed 
sbsll be deemed a separate offense. 
Persons who are members of a re- 
ligious society, who observe as a 
Sabbath any other day in the 
week than Sunday, . shall not be 
liable to the penalty prescribed in 
this section, if they observe as a 
Sabbath one day in each seven, ss 
herein provided." 

It has recently been represented 
to"me by a considerable number of 
prominent citizens of Louisville 
that these statistics are constantly 
violated in that city by saloons 
and theaters being allowed to re- 
main open for business on Sun- 
days. The information given mo 
is such that it cannot be disre- 
gard, snd I tiust that the cause 
of the complaint may soon be re- 
moved by effective action upon 
your part. May I not hepe, there- 
toie, that if such things be true, 
you will as Ma\or of the city, take 
immediate steps to see that these 
statutes are not again violsteo? In 
such event allow me to assure you 
of my hearty and prompt support 
in every possible way. I am »ure 
you will not consider this advice 
as an unwarranted intrusion upon 
your autLority when you remem- 
ber the obligation placed upon the 
Governor in Section 81 of the Con- 
stitution above referred to. My 
sincere and high regard for you 
both as a man and a* an official 
would forbid me from reflecting 
in the leas, upon your fidelity to 
duty and honesty of purpose in 
discharging the responsible duties 
of Mayor of our metropolis. 1 am 
sure that no official could be more 
conscientious in such matter* than 
yourself. Permit me, then, to 
uraeyou that the laws against the 
open saloon and open theater in 
the city of Louisville on Sundays 
he rigidly enfoicd throuirh your 
power as Mayor. In such action I 
guarantte there will be back of 
you, applauding your work, and 
assisting you, not only a large ma- 
jority of tua best people of your 
city, but an overwhelming voice 
of approval Irom the people of the 
entire Commonwealth. Crime ant 
misery have no more fertile tieidi 
in which to spread and increasi 
than in the discreatioa of the Sab- 
bath by the violation of these 
laws, and no mure bonorabh 
worthy achievement could 
made by your excellent adm 
tration than by their ti and 

torc-ement. My attention was 
never officially called t • this mat- 
ter nor my aid invoked until with- 
in tiie last month, and the com- 
plaints are of such high character 
and standing, their cause i

Judge, held the Statue which you 
quote against the Sunday saloons 
( >eing Section 1.803) to -jr. 
constitutional In March last the 
present B»ard ol rublic Sarety 
dered the arrest or those engaged 
in operating Sunday theater^ 
Warrants w. re issued against 
theru under the other Statue you 
quote Section (1,821) and the P. 
lice Court discharged all or the 
prisoners 

I stand ready in this and li 
other matters, to do what I can to 
enforce the law and I thank you 
veiy much ror your assurance or 
"I eariy and prompt support in ev 
ery possible way." 'With the co- 
operation of the State, county and 
city officials, there should be som« 
wav devised to secure an obser- 
vance of these Statutes. I will be 
pleased to have your views as u 
the proper course to be pursued, 
and in what way the Stare aatho 
rities will assist. Judge Richards 
the City Attorney, will h 
Frankfort od Thursday, May 17, 
at which time I would be glad 
you would permit him to conler 
with you on this whole subject.

Mobile Ala., May rive iiieti were 
hilled and 26 terribly Injured by a 
thunderbolt three miles from this city 
Holiday afternoon The lightning 

strucx n l he mlilHt of 1,000 sper'siors 
ball cam* in an open Held, and 
in aftv persons, who were on 
ly hurl, were knorke I uncon- 
scious. The day was extremely hot 
and humid. At S o'clock a tliunder- 
etorm gal tiered In the west snd travel- 
ed straight loi Die ball field. A game 
tetween two local teams was being 
closely contested, seven Inning* buy- 
ing been played, with the score tied 
ut two raw ««ch. 

There was no protection from the 
rlorm. B.'fore the rain there was a 
wonderful display or sheet lightning, 
and some of the spectators became 
alarmed. The field was elevated. beln« 
ttoe highest ground for hair a mile 
aronnd. Some man In tbe c rowd said 
■ bat the danger of being struck by 
lightning was great, but ridicule by 
the mass of the spectators prevented 
any one from seeking a safer Kpot. Tha 
fall Of vain was terrific and 
of thnn.ler was continuous. 8uddenly 
tber was a deafening crash dire. Hy 
>>vrr tha field and lightning seemed 
to fall over the entire crowd. — ' 
holt raced along tbe ground, taking 
a zigzag course, and in several places 
cutting a furrow more than a foot 

It seemed tbat the whole field was 
aflame, with electricity. Men srre 
In every direction, and a ra- 
tarkable fact was that men were kill- 
ed 60 to 100 feet apart, while hun- 
dreds between them came through 
practically unscathed. 

Tbe lightning struck hardest In tha 
densest part of the crowd The spec- 
tators were hurled to every quarter, 
and more than 100 were knocked flat 
on the Instant.

The ajraten of dredging, says the 
SuuKet Magazine, is practically a 
form of placer mining, where im- 
proved modern appliances are 
utilized to handle large quantities 
of auriferous material in a brief 
spin e of time, and without the 
line of water under high heads, 
or the necessity of lon«; tunnels. 
As a usual thing, ground sup- 
posed to he suitable for dredging 
is not bought outright, while still 
uiiproven. Ii is taken underbuild 

for a specified time and fora speci- 
fied price, t hose a ho bond 1 1 i" inu' 
expected to go to I he expense of 
iu lining the pi os pi i I lag tl rills and 
of proving th» ground, If I he ex- 
peeted values are not forthcom- 
ing the bond lapses, whereas, if 
t he prospecting shows the ground 
to be valuable for tbe purpoael 
desired, then the purchase is con 
eluded according lo the terms of 

the bond. Aside iiom a partial 
payment, time enougl is usually 

given so that a certain proportion 

of Ho purchase price may he ob- 
tained from the ground itself 
through the medium of the 

dredges. The pi ice of available 
ground of this character is grad- 
ually aeiag advanced, so that. ex- 
cept in uuproven localities, it may 
no longer be houglit at low cost.
